U. Ss Government 


To Be Careful 


TEXT OF TAFTS LETTER 


Intervention Hay Follow 
Attempt to Elect Presi- 


dent by Fraud 


President Roosevelt*s Dispatch to 


Secretary Taft During Latter's 


Visit to the Panamanians. 


Washington, June 12.—In language 


that cannot be mistaken, the exact 
text of which was made public by the 
war department, the President 
and 


Secretary Taft have notified the Pan- 
ama government that 
elections in 


that republic must be conducted fair- 
ly. The circumstances attending this 
warning were -given out for publica- 
tion as if in preparation for 
active 


intervention on the part of the United 
States by the use of whatever force 
shall be necessary to make it effec- 
tive. 


Secretary Taft, in a letter delivered 


to President Amador in person and 
dated May 12, suggests 
that 
two 


years ago when charges of fraud were 
made concerning 
the 
congressional 


election at Panama, 
it 
was 
not 


thought best to do more than to urge 
fairness in the 
administration 
of 


election laws. 


"Some very weighty evidence was 


adduced,' he continues, "to show that 
there were many who had been de- 
prived of their constitutional right to 
vote in that election and there was 
much evidence of violence 
and 
re- 


peating by the police in the cities of 
Panama, Colon, and elsewhere. 
No 


active intervention, however, was at- 
tempted 'by the United States govern- 
ment. 


"The interest of the United States 


in the fairness of elections of the re- 
public is manifest The United States 
guarantees the integrity of the re- 
public, and this involves a 
recogni- 


tion by it of the lawful government. 
If fraud is to intervene In the elec- 
tion, so that a dispute arises as to 
who are the lawfully elected authori- 
ties, then it becomes necessary for 
•the United States in the discharge of 
its treaty and constitutional duty, to 
determine who are the lawfully elect- 
ed officers, in order that it may rec- 
ognize them and deal with them as 
such. 


"Since my coming to the isthmus I 


have received petitions from a com- 
mittee representing the Liberal party 
and a committee representing the Con- 
servative party, advising me that at 
the coming election there is an in- 
tention on the part of officials 
who 


are in the government to deprive the 
lawful voters of the republic of Pan- 
ama of the opportunity to express 
their choice of a candidate for the 
presidency, and by fraud and violence 
to return as the successful candidate 
at that election 
Senor 
Arias, the 


present secretary of state." 


After reciting some of the specific 


charges of 
fraud he suggested 
that 


the registration lists should again be 
opened, in order that voters should 
not be deprived of the right to cas^ 
their ballots. 


"It goes without saying." he added, 


"that the United States will be most 
reluctant to intervene in the internal 
affairs of the repnblir of Panama, but 
for the reasons I have given, should 
'he occasion arise. T do not see how it. 
can be avoided. I venture to suggest 
to your exellency. therefore, that in 
yio^- r»f thn r-^nfo^c: -^rhTph hqve llfen 
made the waisr course for your gov- 
ernment to take is to give into 
the 


hands of a person admittedly impar- 
tial as between Senor Arias and Senor 
Obaldia. the administration of The in- 
ter-department having control of the 
election machinerv.'' 


Mr. Tafr included in his letter a 


dispatch he received from President 
Roosevelt, as follows:

SENATOR ROBERT M. LA FOL- 


1>ETTE, REFORMER, OP 


WISCONSIN. 


Has Been a Conspicuous 
Figure in 


Public Life for Fast Twenty- 


Five Years. 


Washington, June 12.—The things 


•best known about Robert M. LaFol- 
lette are: That he is a reformer who 
has figured in Wisconsin for a num- 
ber of years; that he has been gov- 
ernor of that state and 
is 
now a 


member of the United States Senate; 
that he does the Chautaqua 
circuit 


profitably during the summer time; 
that the railroads 
hate him: 
that 


members of the United States Senate 
are not fond of him; that he makes 
a good speech; that he is opposed to 
.the Tested interests and that all rail- 
road men think he wears hoofs aud 
horns. 


He has been in political life for 2S 


years, during -which time he 
served 


three consecutive terms in the lower 
branch of congress, and three times 
as governor. He was defeated for re- 
election te the House in 1890, and that 
year marked the beginning of his re- 
markable struggle against the domi- 
nation of railroad and other corpora- 
tions in the politics of Wisconsin. 


At the end of ten years' effort he 


became governor of the state. 
The 


experiences of those ten years 
were 


varied. They included house to house 
campaigning, many defeats, 
patron- 


age bribes and even offers of money 
iby corporations interested in getting 
ihim out of their way. In one instance, 
it is alleged, the nomination for gov- 
ernor was stolen from him by 
the 


purchase of delegates. But at length 
his strength with the people became 
so overwhelming that he was nomi- 
nated and elected. 


During his service as governor. La- 


Follette was so successful in his pro- 
paganda of reform that 
an 
honest 


majority was secured in the legisla- 
ture and laws were enacted compell- 
ing the valuation of railroads 
and 


other quasi-public corporate property 
and revising the taxes of these cor- 
porations so that 
they 
have 
been 


compelled to pay more nearly their 
just proportion. 
A primary election 


law for senatorial and other nomina- 
tions was passed. 
A good law was 


secured covering the grant of street 
railway franchises to municipal cor- 
porations in the state and permitting 
a vote toy the people on all such im- 
portant privileges. 


Having cleaned house in his own 


State, LaFollette decided to enter a 
broader field ,and in 1905, he was 


• elected' to the United States Senate 
to succeed Joseph B. Quarles, 
and 


took his seat January 4, 1906. 


That LaFollette would be ineffect- 


ual as a member of the United States 
Senate was the prediction freely made 
by his numerous enemies. The pow- 
erful interests which he had antag- 
onized in his own state feared and 
resented his presence in the United 
States Senate 


He has disappointed his 
enemies, 


no less than he has pleased 
his 


friends. Those who believed that he 
would be content to make a noise they 
let it go at that have found that they 
were mistaken. Others who thought

tional efforts. To it we owe whatever 


versities. And I believe the great 
majority of this class would

trials, duties and obligations of life 
as they will find them, if the 
time 


spent upon Latin, Higher Algebra and 
suc'h studies as more properly belong 
to preparation for college work had 
been devoted to manual training, in- 
dustrial work and domestic science. 


Our schools should snow the boy 


that he will be expected to earn his 
own living, fortify him with moral- 
ity, honesty, and integrity; teach, him 
to think, to be self-reliant and fit him 
for actual contact with the real work 
of life.

ences known to mankind—domestic 
science. As a result, too 
many of 


our girls are passing through home 
and school without 
any 
practical 


knowledge of domestic duties or any 
real conception of their true require- 
ments for home-making, wife-hood or 
motherhood. 


It's not wholly the fault of 
the 


school, but society's generally, 
that 


pupils aie enticed from 
the 
serious 


task of study and preparations 
for 


life's work; and education is having 
a hard fight when the pupils' mind is 
absorbed with 
fraternities, 
cards, 


dancing, theatres and 
social 
func- 


tions. 


Yet many well meaning parents be- 


lieve that their child's welfare and 
happiness is dependent upon these 
pleasures, 
appatently not realizing 


that an excess of such dissipation de-

discipline, 


weakens the higher aspirations and 
Often ends in fulure or disgrace. 


We are gradually 
awakening 
to

are doing all that might be done to 
secure them; but I do believe the 
tendency is to teach them, that it is

hands that can not or will not work. 


In my opinion our public schools 


system, supported as it is by general 
taxation should be more 
concerned 


by the gieatest good to the greatest 
number and should give more heed to 
the 90 per cent who drop out to be- 
come wage earners than to the 10 
per cent who are preparing to enter 
olleges and universities 


Do not 
misunderstand me. 
Our 


schools are good; in fact they rank 
among the very best in the state. Yet 
the tendency of thought is that they 
can be made better by making then- 
instruction more practical and more 
useful 


Your Board of 
Education 
must 


solve these problems, but you ought 
to help. Too many parents seeming- 
ingly believe that in complying with 
the law by sending their children to 
school, their 
responsibility 
ceases 


and that of the Board of Education 
begins. 


The statutes provide a fixed course 


of study, but the Board of Education 
has its largely within its power to ' 
determine what special studies your 
children shall pursue. 


They shall provide school buildings 


upon the sanitary conditions of which j 
may depend 
the 
health of 
your 


children. 


They- shall elect the teachers and 


upon their selection 
depends 
the 


moral and intellectual 
training 
of 


your children.
